Augusta Chosen Next Meeting

Atlanta physicians, surgeons and 
dentists are soon to be housed in a 
$100,000 home of their own at the 
southwest corner of North Forsyth and 
James streets. 

On the High property just north of 
the present Forsyth building, a 10- 
story physicians, surgeons and dentists’ 

uilding, embodying the very latest 
deas in this kind of construction is to 
‘be erected by a company chartered 
for the purpose, and here will be locat- 
ed the headquarters of the medical 
and dental fraternity of the city. The 
building will contain upwards of 300 
rooms, a food number of which have 
already been spoken for. 

The building, which will be equipped 
especially for the use of physitians, 
surgeons and dentists, will be of rein- 
forced concrete and steel. It will be 
10 stories high and will have 20,000 
square feet.of floor space to the floor 
making it 25 per cent larger Qhan any 
other office building in the city. 

Hotel in Rear. 

The lot on which the building is to 
be erected has.a frontage of 100 feet 
on Forsyth street and runs along 
James street 200 feet to Fairlie street. 
It was the first plan to equip the entire. 
building for the use of the doctors and 
dentists, but the promoters have re- 
ceived such urgent requests to con- 
vert the rear half of the building into 
a traveling nien's hotel, that this will 
in all probability be done. In case i& 
is, most desirable tenants for this por- 
tion of the building have already been 


secured. 

The portion of the building which | 
is to be used as an office building 
will be entirely cut off from that 
which is to be used as a hotel, except 
for one small passage. The office 
building will have two main entrances, 
one on Forsyth street and another on 
James, while the hotel portion will be 
similarly equipped. The entrances to 
the two portions of the building will 
be entirely separate ang distinct, how- 
ever.

Allege New York Concern Caters 
to Cotton Gamblers, . 


Strong Report Against New 
York ‘Cotton Exchange by 
Mill Men Despite Efforts of 
President Marsh--South Urged 
to Produce More Cotton. 


Richmond, Va., May 18.-—-The feature 
of the first day’s session of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Manufacturers’. Association 
was a heated discussion this afternoon 
between Arthur Marsh, president of the 
New York cotton exchange, and Lewis 
W. Parker, of Greenville, 8S. C., chatr- 
man of the committee -on relations with 
cotton exchanges. The occasion was 
the report of this committee, and the 
result was practically an open rupture 
of the strained relations which have ex- ! 
isted fot some time between the asso- 
ciation and the exchanges. | 

New York Cotton Exchange Scored. 

Mr. Parker’s assertion that the New 
York cotton exchange caters to specu- 
lators rather than to the needs of legit- 
imate business, and that the prices of; 


cotton have been manipulated by mem- | 
bers of the exchange to the =: great 
detriment of both spinners and produc- 
ers was cheered to the echo by the con-} 
vention. 

President Marsh warmly defended 
the exchange, pointing out that it is an 
association of merchants trading in cot- 
ton, with rules in the interest of the 
merchants rather than tn that of the 
manufacturer or the producer. 

The convention decided in favor of 
Mr. Parker, adopting the report of the} 
committee unanimously, and continuing 
the committee for further conference 
with representatives of the exchanges, 
and with instructions that if relief is 
not given it shall seek a remedy 
through legislative channels. 

Report on Exchanges. 

The gist of the committee’s report ts 
as follows: 

“Manufacturers’ associations should 
have no fight against cotton exchanges 
if those exchanges truly reflect condi- 
tions of spot cotton. On the contrary, 
an exchange, if legitimately managed 
and regulated, and if the prices ruling 
thereon are truly representative of spot 
values, is and should be of décided ad- 
vantage -to cotton manufacturers, as 
also to producers; but if, on the con- 
trary, the prices reflected on the ex- 
changes are merely the result of specu- 
lation for or against the value of the 
commodity, or if those prices are only 
reflective of the speculative actions of 
one element as against another ele- 
ment, then the exchange becomes a seri- 
ous disadvantage to the manufacturers 
and to producers, and ceases to be a 
legitimate body. 

“The two principal exchanges in the 
United States are the New Orleans and 
New York cotton exchanges. Under the 
rules of the New Orleans exchange the 
prices ruling thereon are in much closer 
relation to the prices of spot cotton 
than as a rule are the prices of con-

Reynolds Makes Statement. 

He made a statement through his 
attorney, Frank 8. Stone, of Bay Min- 
ette, who saw and talked with the 
man shortly after he was locked up:’ 

Mr. Stone said that Reynolds said he 
and his daughter came from Atlanta 
to Mobile and this morning while in 
his room he noticed his daughter smil- 
ing at a young Man across the street 
in the Pollack building. He went on 
his business rounds today and return- 
ing to the hotel, he went to his room 
and found his daughter absent. 

Knowing she was a stranger and not 
acquainted he was uneasy and asked 
the porter where she was. The porter 
did not know and Reynolds asked the 
chambermaid, who said she was in 
room 19 with a young man. 

Reynolds peeped over the transom 
and saw his daughter in bed with a 
young man. He promptly kicked the 
door open and as he did the young man 
arose and Reynolds began using his 


gun. 

He shot twice, only one shot taking 
effect. 

What the Girl Says. 

Chief Gibling interviewed the girl 
and she stated to him that the young 
man began flirting with .her across 
the street and later came upto her 
room, knocked on the door and, think- 
ing it was her father she told him to 
come in. The young man entered and 
she told u.m he had better get out as 
her father was liable to come in at 
any time. 

The young man then left, but soon 
returned and induced her to go to an- 
other, room. She. di not know his 
name and had never met/him before. 
The girl told the chief.that she was 
mot undressed. She stated that her 
mother died when she was quite young 
she did not know what a 
mother’s care was. Chief Gibling plac- 
ed the girl in the custody of a married 
couple at the hotel.

Modification of the Order In- 


to 150 Per Cent Over Rate 
That Has Long Been in Force. 


Atlanta shippers, the majority of 
them at least, are thoroughly dissati#- 
fled with the increased switching 
charges as put into effect a few days 
ago by the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion. 
The shippers declare that the rates 
are “excessive, unreasonable and un- 
just,” and constitute a radical increase 
over the rate which has prevailed for 
more than twenty years and which 
amounts, so they contend, to an in- 
crease of 100, and in one case of 150 
per cent over the old rate of $2 per car. 
The announcement of the new rate by 
the commission followed a hearing ‘on 
the petition filed by the shippers of the 
state against the proposed increase by 
the railroads from $2 to approximate- 
ly $5 per car on each car handled with- 
in the switching limits. 

The shippers contended that the old 
rate of $2 per car was reasonable and 
just, and they protested vigorously 
against any increase whatsoever, and 
especially against the large increase 
proposed by the railroads. Th the de- 
cision of the railroad commission the 
shippers feel that to all intents and 
purposes they have lost their case, and

Since the new rates were announced 
the Atlanta Grain Dealers’ Association 
has held no meeting, but it is under- 
stood that when a meeting is held the 
question of the increased rates will be 
brought up for a discussion. 

May Affect Contracts. 

_ It is pointed out by local shippers that 
some of them have entered tnto special 
contracts with the railrodds regarding 
the switching of cars, and they are in 
no wise certain of the action which the 
railroads will take regarding these con- 
tracts, which involve a rate consider- 
ably smaller than the rates imposed 
under the recent order of the railroad 
commission.

“This increased switching charge will 
Mean about $25,000 annually to Atlanta 

shippers alone, and is a radical increase 

over the old rate of $2° per car which 

has been in effect for so long and which 

has appeared until very recently to give 

atisfaction to all parties concerned. 
Unjust and Unfair. 

“It cannot’ be said definitely at this 
time what the shippers will do about it. 
I do not know whether we can do any- 
thing at all or not. The commission 
appears to be the court of last resort 
in our case. The‘shippers are not ask- 
ing that every concession be made in 
their favor, but we do believe that this 
new switching charge is unjust and un- 
fair.” 

As previously stated in The Constitu- 
tion the new rate provides: 

First, that for a car loaded on the 
terminal of one carrier to be unloaded 
on the terminal of another carrier, 
where only two carriers are interested, 
the rate shall be $4 divided $2 for the 
initial carrier and $2 for the delivering 
carrier. 

Second, for a car loaded on the termi- 
nal of one carrier to be unloaded on 
the terminal of another carrier, where 
three carriers are interested, the rate 
shall be $5, divided $2 to the initial car- 
rier, $1 -to the intermediate carrier and 
$2 to the delivering carrier. 

Third, for a car loaded on one line 
and transferred to another point on the 
Same line, the rate shall be $3. 

Would Not Discuss It. 

Harry TT. Moore, of the Atlanta 
freight bureau, who lent active support 
to the shippers in their effort to hold 
the switching rate at $2 per car and to 
prevent any increase, declined to dis- 
cuss the new rates. 

It may be stated positively, however, 
that neither the Atlanta freight bureau 
nor the shippers, not only in Atlanta, 
but throughout the state, are at all 
satisfied with the increased rates, and 
it is extremely probable that they will 
voice their protest in no uncertain 
terms at an early date.

Jacksonville, Fila., May 18.—There 
was a world-wide sweep to a resolu- 
tion introduced in the convention this 
afternoon by F. M. ‘McConnell, of 
Texas. It provided for a committee of 
five members to formulate a plan for 
uniting all Baptist missionary societies 
in a combined effort to bring the world 
to the feet of Jesus Christ as speedily 
as possible. This plan is to be pre- 
sented to the world’s Baptist alliance 
that is to meet in Philadelphia in June. 
The idea is to get all Baptist mission 
societies to co-operate in a great ad- 
vance movement against the strong- 


holds of sin. 

Dr. J. M. Prestridge, of Kentucky, in 
seconding the resolution, which was 
adopted, said there were millions today 
in Russia which were turning away 
from the slavery of the state and the 
priests, and marching toward the glori- 
ous freedom that pervaded the ranks 
of the Baptist army. 

Reform Sessions. 

Rev. B. W. Spilman, of North Caro- 
lina, read the report of a special com- 
mittee appointed a year ago to look 
into a matter of great importance to 
southern Baptists. At that time a pro- 
test was made by the Baptists against 
some features of a new series of graded 
lessons which had been issued by the 
international lesson committee. In his 
report Mr. Spillman announced that 
the {nternational lesson committee had 
since announced a policy which fully 
met the protest made a year ago, and 
the scheme of graded lessons had been 
modified so as to meet all the objections 
made. It was, therefore, recommended 
that the Sunday school board at Nash- 
ville should issue periodicals for the 
revised grade lessons; and that a south- 
ern Baptist lesson committee should 
be appointed. The report was adopted, 
and the committee appofnted, consist- 
ing E. C. Dargan, of Georgia; B: H. 
Dement, of Kentucky; J. P. Green, of 
Missouri; O. 8. C. Wallace, of Mary- 
land, and B. W. Spilman, of North Caro- 
lina, 


2,000 Unions in South. 

The convention considered the work 
of the Baptist Young People’s Union. 
The report of the executive committee 
was read by T. J. Watts, the secretary. 
It showed that the future of _ the 
chruches in the south depends upon the 
young people, and they are being 
trained in these unions. There are now 
nearly 2,000 unions in the churches 
of the south, with a membership of 
60,000. 

A committee was appointed consist- 
ing of E. G. Townsend, of Texas; L. P. 
Leavell, of Mississjppi, and J. T, Watts, 
of Virginia. 

The convention re-elected the old 
officers of the B. Y. P. U.. W. W. Ham- 
ilton, of Virginia, president; W. D. 
Mercer, of Oklahoma; W. R. Owens, of 
Georgia, and R. H. Coleman, of Texas, 
vice presidents, and Thomas J. Watts, 
of Kentucky, secretary and treasurer. 

Laymen’s Movement. 

The report of the executive commit- 
tee of the laymen’s missionary move- 
ment was. made by J. Harry 
Tyler, a business man of Bal- 
timore, and showed a great 
work to have been accomplished.

These issues are practical and 
definite, Broadly speaking, they represent the difference between progréss and 
reaction, between laws passed for the public good and efforts to destroy them, 


In particular, as well as in general matters, these issues are deeply important to 
every merchant and manufacturer, every working man and farmer, indeed, to 
each and every citizen of Georgia, whatever his craft or calling may be. 
Can you sanction Governor Brown’s approval of the prorating rule, that 
devious scheme whereby his state executive committee has sought to take the 
power of selecting public officials out of the ‘hands of the people and to put re! 
under the control of politicians in a convention? 

Whether Georgia shall go forward or backward depends on the outcome 
of the primary, and every voter is responsible. 


Now, if all this was the meaning of the real issues involved 
in the last — are they any the less important now than 
then? 

And yet at the first turn of the wheel we find that the poli- 
ticians are to be enthroned over the people in the election of 
a four years’ term senator, and in direct conflict with and stultifi- 
cation of a national party policy, repeated and emphasized in the 
last state democratic convention. 

The chief excuse for denying the people this privilege, as re- 
corded by Chairman. Wright, is that a primary would cost from 
$12,000 to $15,000 

The Constitution has already guaranteed to stand between the 
people, or the candidates, and any expense whatsoever for a sen- 
atorial primary, and it will furnish Chairman Wright with a cer- 
tified check to cover that guarantee, if he wants it. Hence, 
primary now would cost neither the people nor the candidates 
a penny. 

But let us see what the state committee’s policy of inaction 
will cost the people of the state, if, as contemplated, the legisla- 
ture is to create a vacancy in the governorship and thus consti-

In other words, the state committee is deliberately proceed- 
ing upon the basis that it will not give the people the right to 
say whether or not they shall be burdened with a cost of $40,000, 
which can be settled in a primary now that can be held without 
costing a penny.

So that even’ those who have most resented the old man’s 
obstinacy must now admit he has been actuated by a sincere, if 
uncomprehending, desire for the ultimate welfare of the nation. 

Given the confidence of the people, it ought not to be diffi- 
cult to stamp out guerrilla warfare and, in due time, to work out 
a genuinely democratic government. As for Diaz, personally, 
there can be only strong admiration, tinged with sympathy. He 
will stand out as one of the most powerful figures in the history of 
the new world.

Behind these merry men 
came the flower girls bearing baskets 
‘of lovely flowers to perfume the way 
of the fair queen who came just behind 
in her royal coach of gold and white. 

This coach was formed of forty girls 
of the senior class. The horses were 
more of the same class, and were driven 
by yellow and white ribbons. 

The queen was lovely in a gown of 
white, with her golden hair falling 
about her shoulders in queenly loveli- 
hess. Beneath the canopy of flowers 
she made a beautiful picture.

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A COLLEGE GIRL AT 80. 


Nothing could be more indicative of 
progress than the man or woman who 
acknowledges he or she is not too old 
to learn. There is no use talking about 
the people of any age who think they 
know it all. 

Georgia once had the lead in the 
progressive spirit in old age, when the 
Georgia sage, Logan BE. Bleckley, went 
back to the university to study at the 


age of 70. 

Ohio comes forward now with a 
woman who at the age of 70 went back 
to her college to learn something she 
had forgotten. The story is told in 
McCall’s Magazine as follows: 

Mrs. Amy D. Winship, of Columbus, 
Ohio, is in many respects a remarkable 
woman. Although 80 years old, she is 
enrolled as a student in the Ohio State 
University. 

In the summer of 1908, although she 
was then 77, she came to Columbus to 
visit a friend, and attended the summer 
term at Ohio State University, where 
she studied psychology, in which she 
was greatly interested. She concluded 
that that was the very thing she de- 
sired, so in 1909 she unfolded her ban- 
ner with the motto, “Backward, Turn, 
Backward, Oh, Time in Your Flight,” 
and returned to the summer school 
Finding that this course filled a long- 
felt want, she concluded to attend the 
university regularly, and take up the 
studies of psychology, history of edu- 
cation, English literature, ethics and 
philosophy. So she entered as a special 
student in the fall of 1909, and contin- 
ued through the year. She attended 
the summer school in Wisconsin in 
1910, and is now at Ohio State Univer- 
sity for the year 1910-11. 

She is perfectly delighted with her 
work. While she has had her share 
of the trials of this life, she has also 
found it so full of light, color and 
beauty that she is overflowing with 
cheerfulness. 

When she decided to pursue this 
course of study at the university she 
did not do so in order to attract any no- 
toriety. She only wished to learn more. 

Educational advantages were meeger 
in Mrs. Winship’s youth; schools were 
taught in loghouses. When quite young 


‘she received her literary degrees in 


the three R's, and the day she was 16 
<he commenced to teach school. Li- 
brary advantages being limited, neces- 
sarily she had had access to but few 
books. 

At the age of 18 she married John 
A. Davis, of Illinois, who became 4 
member of the Illinois legislature. She 
became greatly interested in the forma- 
tion of the republican party. At the 
call to arms, Mr. Davis, true to the 
union, responded. He was made col- 
onel of the Forty-sixth Illinois regi- 
ment. While leading gallantly, he was 
mortally wounded, and died in 1863. 

In 1870 she married Mr. Winship, of 
Racine, Wis. Mr. Winship’s health fail- 
ing, they moved to the Dakotas, and 
from there to Texas» where in 1906 
he passed away. During that time they 
experienced reverses of fortune and 
were forced to endure the hardship of 
a” strenuous life. Yet they succeeded 
in laying up enough to keep her from 
being in want for the rest of her life. 

All these years she continued to read 
and study history, Darwin, Spencer, 
Huxley and psychology; keeping up 
with the current.events and the ad- 
vances of science. Mrs. Winship, while 
in attendance upon the university, has 
been shown a great deal of respect 


by her classmates and professors.

Atlanta Socialists 
Issue a Statement 
The following communication from 
the Atlanta socialist organization. is 
received by The Constitution: 


Editor Constitution: Many eminent men are 
profoundly interested in socialism. 

President Taft lately said socialism was the 
greatest problem the American people are facing. 
Colonel Roosevelt, by his frequent articles on 
socialism, admits its importance. Tom Watson 
and W. J. Bryan do the same. 

Most of the great colleges and universities of 
this country have socialist societies or study 
clubs, and socialism its discussed and debated in 
their halls and class-rooms. It is heard in the 
pariiaments of all great, progressive nations; in 
the forums, clubs and cafes and in great public 
meetings in halls, parks and streets of all large 
cities and in public meetings in the streets of 
such progressive towns as Waycross, Valdosta, 
Thomasville, Quitman, Albany, Dublin, Macon, 
West Point, Thomaston, Carrollton, Cedartown, 
Dation, Decatur and East Point. 

Patrick Henry and his compatriots were de- 
nounced and their speeches repressed as much 
ae possible by the royalists. Jefferson, remem- 
bering this, offered the first amendment to the 
constitution, forbidding the abridgement of free 
speech or press, or of the right of the people to 
peaceably assemble and petition for redress of 
grievances. Washington approved this amend- 
ment, and the people refused to adopt the con- 
stitution until this amendment became an inte- 
gral part of it. Now it is in the fundamental 
law of—the land. 

Atlanta must not lag behind other cities and 
towns, or show evidence of Toryism and narrow- 
ness Instead, Atlanta should lead the proces- 
sion, show the broadest tolerance, and go much 
further forward than our revolutionary  fore- 
fathers did in the maintenance of free speech 
and free press. The officials of this otherwise 
progressive city should reconsider their action, 
and should welcome and enoourage free discus- 
sion in the streets and other public places.

In explanation of the purposes of 
the association, Mr. Hunnicutt, the 
temporary chairman, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The object of the Southern Interna- 
tional Poultry Association is for the 
upbuilding of the rapidly developing 
poultry industry of the entire country 
and especially in the southern states: 
to work in harmony with and to assist 
all smaller poultry associations in 
holding their poultry shows, and to 
lend all possible aid to the tndividual 
breeder in developing his. breeds. 

“It is the purpose of the association 
to hold one big show where the win- 
ning birds of all the smaller shows 
may be placed on exhibition—in oth- 
er words, to hold a show where all 
premiums will be won In competition 
with a majority of the winners at the 
other leading shows of the season, 
which will mean practically that any 
bird winning at our show will be a 
championship winner. 

Liberal Premiums. 

“It is the purpose of this association 
to compile a set of by-laws and regu- 
lations that welll conform to poultry 
conditions in the southern states and 
which will govern the management 
and rules under which this and all 
other subordinate shows of the south 
shall be held. It is to be conducted, 
however, in & manner that will .give 
every possible assistance to the small- 
er associations. Liberal premiums will 
be offered to each of the subordinate 
organizations as the means of this as- 
sociation will allow, and also to offer 
attractive premiums at the big show 
which will be competed for by the 
subordinate associations. The associa- — Sa 
tion will be run for the purpose of . 
putting the entire poultry business on 
a more substantial basis. 

“We hope from this, work to finally 
build up @ show as great in every par- 
ticular as those now held ‘at Madison: 
Square Garden or at Crystal Palace 
and we ask that every person who con- 
templates breeding or showing birds 
leave nothing undone that wil! aid in 
the upbulilding of this association. 

“We further ask that every breeder 
over the entire southern states be in- 
vited and urged to join this assocta- 
tion and work in the upbuilding of 
this great industry and lend his ef- 
forts to put it on a higher plane than 
ever Defore. 

“Any one can become a member of 
this association by purchasing one

Juarez, Mexico, May 18.—Provisional | 


President Francisco I. Madero’s* an- 
nouncement today that he would leave 
for Mexico City within two days to par- 
ticipate in a reconstruction of the fed- 
eral government was the signal tonight 
for a general exodus of political chiefs, 
g0-betweens and others who feel that 
the scene of peace negotiations is about 
to be shifted to the capital city, Peace 
agreements, official concessions and the 
machinery of the provisional govern- 
ment have been temporarily swept aside 
by the anticipation that Senor Madero 
will quietly arrange with the federal 
government a lasting peace and politi- 
cal emancipation. 
Madere and De La Barra. 

As understood here, Provisional Pres- 
ident Madero is to go to Mexico City, 
where he probably will be first reeeived 
by Minister De La Barra. These two 
men will map out the course té be pur- 
sued, Dr, Gomes will arrive in Mexico 
City a few days later. 

The first matter to be taken up, it is 
thought, will be effect an amicable 
abdication by the present governors 
and the introduction of men popular 
enough to restore order throughout the 
states. Later the question of a new 
federal government will be considered. 

Gossip has it that six of the eight 
members of the new cabinet will be 
Maderists. 

One thing is certain. Of the members 
of the present cabinet only Senor De La 
Barra will remain after reconstruction 
days. 

Post for Gomes. 

Dr. Vasques Gomez will eceupy some 
post in the cabinet, perhaps the port- 
folio of gobernaction, a position of polit- 
ical strength, though he really prefers 
public instruction. It will only be for 
a short time, however, as Dr. Gomez 
is expected to be the candidate for vice 
president with Senor Madero as presi- 
dential candidate. 

Opinion here tonight is that the armi- 
stice will be prolonged while President 
Diaz is in office and later, until amicable 
relations are established beyond doubt. 

On the provisional governors will de- 
volve the task of keeping the insur- 
rectos from beginning little revolutions 


of their own, but the combined influ-’ 


ence of insurrecto political chieftains 
and federtils alike will be exerted in 
keeping the soldiery quiet while Mexico 
passes through its political travail.

Hamburg, May 18.—In the agreement 
reached at the German-American pot- 
ash conference yesterday the German 
potash syndicate, according to author- 
itative German intimations, won its 
contention to furnish fertilisers for 
home agricilture cheaper than those 
sold to foreign countries. 

The new contracts now being draft- 
ed are to remain in force for five and 
a half years. They raise the prices of 
raw salts considerably, and provide for 
a further increase of three per cent 
during the term of contract, The price 
of concentrated galts remains prac- 
tically as it was before the potash war 
began. 

The American potash interests prof- 
it by increased rebates averaging 
twelve instead of nine per cent. Ger- 
man companies are entitled to sell pot- 
ash to the American market, and 
American firms are forbidden to pur- 
chase the product except through the 
German syndicate. There is no intima- 
tion that the settlement of the super- 
contingent tax will be made public. 

As the representatives of the Ameri- 
can potash interests throughout the 
negotiations have consistently refused 
to talk, it is impossible to confirm the 
above statement. 

The Ge?man press generally re- 
gardgs the settlement of the potash dis- 
pute as a German victory, attributing 
it to the change in the attitude of 
Washington, which government, they 
say, withheld the support expected by 
the Americans, and to a desire of the 
United States government not to pro- 
yoke tariff hostilities,

both should be sure death to the red 
pests. Air-slacked lime scattered 
about ‘the chicken runs will fi them, 
or sprinkling the ground with kero- 
sene emulsion.

He notes the 
size, color and shape of each hen’s 
egg, the regularity of their produc- 
tion. The layers are handled so fre- 
quently that they become very tame, 
which means better laying surely. 

A trap nest picks out the winter lay- 
ers. A hen may lay well in the spring 
and summer, but stop when winter 
comes. With a trap nest a good 
strain of winter layers may be 
bullt up. , 

It prevents ee cosne. asp an egg- 
eater is easily determined and killed. 
The frequent handling discourages 
droodiness. It picks out the hen tlMat 
the white egg, the brown egg, 
the yellow egg, the infertile egg. It 
may be that two or more hens of a 
flock lay most of the infertile eggs, as 
has been proven by the trap nest. 

It picks out the hen that raises the 
best chicks. Not always the highest 
scoring hen raises the winning chicks. 
With the trap nest a poultry-raiser 
can study the results of their matings 
with each hen. The trap nest is the 
only practical way that a breeder can 
pedigree his stock. 

In using trap nest, all hens must be

from too early feeding after hatching, 
or possibly from weak parent stock. 
It’s hard to teli. If you are feeding 
soft food, change to cracked grain, or 
vice versa, sometimes this helps great- 
ly when chicks are sick. You might 
also put just a Httle tincture of iron 
or Douglas mixture in the drinking 
water. 

The Rocks are considerably larger 
than the Wyandottes.
